v. of Matgew: A citte that is (et on an hyll cannot 
be hyd, ne ther do men lyght a candell and put it vn⸗ 
der a buchell. vut on a candelſtick, and it geueth light 
vnto all that are in the houſe, Wherefoze they do 
great iniurpe to Chztſte,whiche lay that the catho⸗ 
Ike churche is an vnknowen churche, leynge it is 
that citie, whiche our ſauioure there ment, and that. 
candell,of whiche he there ſpeaketh. So manye ag 
deuyde thẽ lelues from this open knowen churche

This. is the thynge whiche by all meanes we in. 
tende to pꝛoue, that the Sacryfyce of the churche 
doth conſiſte and is made ol two partes, that its, of 
the vilible fourmes ol the elementes, and ol the inui 
ſible body and bloud ol our Sauiour Chꝛiſt.
